Not only 
is this year's prospect more than 
double that of last year, but this 
year's acreage is one-third great- 
er J!KIU in 1912. 
If the present 


ratio maintains iintii the crop is 
gathered, Ohio's wheat crop this 
year will be more than 2!|> times 
greater in bushels than last year. 
Fifured at 14 bushels per acre,

Ohio's -whe.it erop will amount to 
23,102,000 bushels this year. At 
$1 per bushol. which is two cents 
lower than the present price, Ohio 
farmers will realize $23.]62,000 
from lliis one crop.
